This  Institution  is  located  on  the  Eastern  Border  of  the  Borough 
of  Norristown,  on  an  eminence, — commanding,  on  the  one  hand,  a 
full  view  of  the  town  and  its  environs,  and  on  the  other,  an  extended 
and  beautiful  rural  prospect;  while  the  landscape  in  front  is  surpass- 
ingly rich  and  varied,  embracing  a large  extent  of  highly  cultivated 
country,  interspersed  with  numerous  villages,  and  watered  by  the 
Schuylkill.  It  is  traversed  moreover,  by  a turnpike,  a canal  and  three 
railroads,  which  being  in  constant  use,  impart  to  it  a degree  of  life 
and  loveliness  altogether  unique. 

The  situation  combines  the  advantages  of  both  town  and  country, 
I and  in  healthfulness  and  purity  of  moral  atmosphere  it  is  thought  to 
be  peculiarly  eligible.  It  is  easy  of  access  from  all  points,  and  has 
communication  by  Railroad,  with  Philadelphia  (sixteen  miles  distant,) 
almost  every  hour  of  the  day.  A Telegraph  Instrument  in  the  study 
of  the  principal,  places  him  in  direct  communication  with  the  prin- 
cipal places  throughout  the  United  States.

The  primary  object  of  the  Institution  is  to  qualify  young  ladies 
for  the  cheerful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  subsequent  life,  and  as  this 
cannot  be  accomplished  by  the  development  of  the  intellectual  pow- 
ers alone,  special  attention  is  directed  to  the  education  of  the  physical 
system  and  the  heart.  We  seek  to  cultivate  in  every  pupil  a proper 
reliance  on  her  own  powers,  a love  of  pure  morality  and  a just  appre- 
ciation of  the  responsibilities,  which  her  relation  to  time  and  eternity 
involves. 

Superficialness  in  study  is  utterly  discarded,  and  thoroughness 
aimed  at  in  all  our  instructions.  “Not  how  much  but  how  well” 
is  the  principle  upon  which  the  exercises  are  conducted. — The 
character  and  value  of  each  recitation  is  recorded  at  the  time  of 
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reciting,  and  the  result,  together  with  a statement  of  the  health,  indus- 
try and  deportment  of  the  pupils,  communicated  to  the  parent  or 
guardian  at  the  close  of  each  quarter.  The  health  of  the  Pupil  is 
regarded  as  first  in  importance,  and  is  specially  provided  for  in  all 
our  arrangements. 

The  grounds  of  the  Institution,  embrace  nearly  eight  acres> 
affording  ample  room  for  exercise  in  the  the  open  air,  and  are  admi- 
rably adapted  to  it,  being  hilly  and  shaded,  in  part,  by  a delightful 
grove  of  forest  trees.

The  government  is  as  purely  parental  as  possible,  uniting  mild- 
ness with  decision.  An  appeal  to  the  reason  and  affection  of  the 
Pupil,  and  to  her  conscience,  as  influenced  by  the  precepts  of  the 
Bible,  is  always  preferred  to  the  use  of  sterner  means — authority, 
however,  will  be  maintained,  and  the  requirements  made,  most 
certainly  enforced . 
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On  the  Sabbath,  no  calls  or  visits  are  allowed ; and  all  are  ex- 
pected to  attend  punctually  upon  Public  Worship,  at  such  places  as 
their  parents  may  prefer.  When  no  particular  preference  is  expressed 
they  will  accompany  the  family  of  the  Principal  to  the  Presbyterian 
Church.  A part  of  each  Sabbath  is  spent  in  the  study  of  the  Sacred 
Scriptures,  with  a copy  of  which  every  Pupil  must  be  provided.

Under  the  auspices  of  the  “Young  Ladies’  Literary  and  Library 
Association,”  a Reading  Room  has  been  fitted  up,  and  furnished  with 
many  of  the  best  Religious  and  Literary  Periodicals  of  the  day. 
A Library  has  also  been  commenced,  which  already  numbers  over 
1500  volumes,  of  standard  value. — All  trashy  literature  being  con- 
traband- 

The  combined  Libraries  of  the  Institution  contain  about  4,000 
volumes. 
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The  Institution  is  amply  provided  with  Chemical,  Philosophical 
and  Astronomical  Apparatus,  and  Anatomical  Preparations,  as  well 
as  a complete  set  of  Maps,  Globes,  &c.  A Cabinet  of  Natural  History 
has  been  commenced,  and  an  extensive  and  valuable  collection  of 
Minerals  already  made.

A large  hall  has  been  erected  and  fitted  up  exclusively  for 
Gymnastic  and  Calisthenic  exercises,  where  Pupils  may,  in  any  state 
of  the  weather,  enjoy  such  recreation  as  is  calculated  to  promote 
health. 

To  those  who  desire  it,  regular  and  systematic  training  will  be 
given,  with  the  view  of  securing  fullness  and  strength  to  the  muscles, 
and  development  in  graceful  proportion  to  the  entire  physical 
system. 

C|t  §iulbin§s, 

The  edifice  was  erected  for  the  purpose  of  a school — is  new,  well 
ventilated,  convenient  and  comfortable.  It  is  225  feet  long,  41  feet 
wide  and  4 stories  high,  and  contains  140  apartments. 

The  chambers,  of  which  there  are  over  70,  are  mainly  calculated 
to  receive  but  two  pupils  each,  while  a few  are  fitted  up  for  the 
accommodation  of  four,  which  is  the  largest  number  that  will  under 
any  circumstances  be  admitted  to  a room. 

The  care  of  the  chambers  is,  in  part,  entrusted  to  their  respec- 
tive occupants,  and  all  are  required  to  be  kept  neatly,  being  subject 
to  the  daily  inspection  of  the  officers  of  the  Institution. 

Fire  may  be  had  in  any  of  the  rooms  by  those  who  are  willing 
to  pay  the  extra  expense  for  fuel  and  attendance;  but  as  the  young 
ladies  have  their  own  parlors,  and  study  in  the  schoolroom,  it  is  re- 
commended that  the  use  of  fire  in  their  lodging  rooms  be  dispensed 
with,  as  it  is  thought  to  be  conducive  neither  to  health  nor  safety. 

Heated  air  is  introduced  into  all  the  halls,  and  the  entire  build- 
ing is  lighted  with  gas. 

The  Bath  Rooms,  to  which  all  the  young  ladies  have  access,  are 
provided  with  ample  accommodations,  for  both  warm  and  cold 
ablutions. 
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The  course  of  Study  includes  a Primary  and  Collegiate  Depart- 
ment and  an  Optional  Course ; hut  Pupils  not  desiring  to  take  the 
whole  course,  can  pursue  such  studies  as  they  may  wish,  without 
being  regularly  connected  with  any  of  the  classes. 

To  the  Primary  Department,  which  embraces  Two  Divisions, 
Pupils  will  be  received,  if  not  under  12  years  of  age.

Exercises  in  Spelling,  Reading,  Writing,  Composition,  Vocal 
Music  and  Biblical  Science,  are  required  of  all  the  Classes. 
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O^^Books  and  Stationery  are  furnished  at  Philad’a  Retail  Prices. 

When  two  pupils  come  from  the  same  family  as  boarders  for  the 
year,  a deduction  of  Five  dollars  per  annum,  will  be  made  on  the  bills 
of  each. 

Boarding  during  vacation,  to  those  who  remain  in  the  Institute 
will  be  $3,50  per  week. 

In  no  ordinary  case  will  a Pupil  be  received  for  a less  time  than 
one  Session ; consequently  no  reduction  is  made  in  the  Tuition  of 
those,  who  enter  after  the  commencement  of  the  term,  unless  the  delay 
is  occasioned  by  a manifest  Providential  necessity ; and  those  who 
leave  before  the  close  of  the  Session,  will,  in  all  cases  be  charged  for 
Board  and  Tuition  for  the  whole  term,  unless  actual  and  protracted 
sickness  is  the  cause  of  their  removal.  In  this  event,  the  charge 
will  be  at  the  rate  of  $4,00  per  week  for  Board  and  Tuition  in 
English  studies. 

The  Pupils  are  required  to  furnish  Napkins  and  Towels  for  their 
own  use,  which,  with  every  article  of  clothing,  should  be  distinctly 
l marked  with  the  owner’s  name  in  full ; otherwise  the  laundress  is  not 
responsible  for  them. 

The  Session  Bills  to  be  paid  $40.00  in  advance,  and  the  re- 
mainder before  the  Pupil  is  removed. 
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An  examination  will  be  held  at  the  close  of  each  Sesssion,  from 
which  no  Pupil  will  be  excused,  except  on  account  of  sickness. 
Absence  from  any  other  cause  will  affect  her  standing.  The  Senior 
Class  previous  to  receiving  the  Honors  of  the  Institution,  must  pass 
a final  examination,  by  a Committee,  on  the  whole  Collegiate  Course. 

To  those  who  complete  this  Course,  and  sustain  a creditable 
examination  on  it,  a diploma  will  be  given ; and  to  this  (provided  the 
pupil  has  been  at  least  Two  Years  in  the  Institute,)  a Gold  Medal 
the  highest  honor  of  the  Institution,  will  be  added,  when,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  English  Course,  proficiency  has  been  attained  in  at  least 
one  Foreign  Language,  and  in  Piano  and  Music. 
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GENERAL  REMARKS, 

Punctuality  is  required  in  every  department  of  duty  ; without  it 
a character  for  study  and  scholarship  cannot  be  maintained.  The  loss 
of  a single  lesson,  or  of  the  evening  or  morning  study,  may  be  felt  for 
many  weeks;  indeed  any  absence  from  the  regular  course  of  the  class 
is  attended  with  irremediable  disadvantages.  An  imperfect  recitation 
often  leads  to  a succession  of  similar  ones,  until,  eventually,  the  pupil 
becomes  discouraged,  and  abandons  all  effort.  To  avoid  interruption 
of  the  regular  study  and  recitation  hours,  the  calls  or  visits  that  may 
be  made  by  the  young  ladies,  are  confined  entirely  to  times  allotted  to 
recreation:  and  it  is  very  desirable  that,  when  seen  by  their  friends,  it 
should  be,  if  possible,  at  such  times  as  will  interfere  least  with  their 
scholastic  duties. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  so  little  time  is  usually  allowed  to 
young  ladies  for  the  completion  of  their  studies.  It  is  utterly  vain  to 
suppose  that  they  can  become  profitably,  not  to  say  profoundly,  ac- 
quainted with  the  various  departments  of  science  iu  the  few  months 
generally  allotted  to  this  purpose — The  expectation  of  many  parents 
and  friends  that  a young  lady  can,  in  a year  or  two,  encompass  the 
whole  circle  of  science  and  perfect  herself  in  the  elegant  accomplish- 
ments, tends  directly  to  the  formation  of  those  superficial  habits  that  so 
much  disqualify  their  fair  possessor  for  the  responsibilities  and  enjoy- 
ments of  domestic  life. 

It  is  particularly  requested  that  parents  and  guardians  refrain 
from  furnishing  their  daughters  and  wards  with  large  quantities  of 
fruit,  confectionery,  &c.,  or  with  the  means  of  procuring  them,  as  much 
mischief  has  been  known  to  result  from  this  practice. 

The  pupils  should  be  furnished  with  funds  sufficient  to  procure 
books  and  stationery,  or  a deposit  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Principal 
for  that  purpose. 

When  clothing  is  to  be  furnished  for  pupils  from  a distance  advan- 
ces must  be  made  to  meet  the  expenses  to  be  incurred. 

Extravagance  in  dress,  and  in  the  use  of  jewelry  is  discouraged 
by  every  proper  means  ; while  the  most  scrupulous  neatness  in  personal 
habits  is  required  of  all. 

The  young  ladies  are  not  permitted  to  receive  calls,  except  from 
family  friends,  nor  to  accept  invitations  to  ride,  walk  or  visit,  without 
a written  permit  from  their  parents. 
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Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Senior  Class  of  Oakland 
Female  Institute,  August  29th,  1859. 

The  Committee  consisted  of  Rev.  Jno.  P.  Carter,  Pres’t.  of  Ashmund 
Institute,  Rev.  Thos.  G.  Murphey,  Dover,  Del.,  and 
Rev.  W.  W.  Latta,  Philadelphia. 

The  Committee  requested  to  visit  “Oakland  Female  Institute,”  and 
to  examine  the  Candidates  for  its  Honors,  at  the  close  of  the  year  ending 
September,  1859,  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  rarely  performed 
a more  interesting  and  delightful  service. 

The  Graduating  Class  consisted  of  fourteen  Young  Ladies,  whose 
talents  are  of  no  ordinary  grade,  and  whose  varied  acquirements,  and 
refined  deportment  bear  ample  testimony  to  the  careful  and  competent 
tuition  which  they  must  have  received. 

In  conducting  the  examination  of  this  class,  the  Committee  enjoyed 
every  facility  to  make  it  what  its  name  imports,  a faithful  scrutiny  into 
the  results  actually  obtained  from  the  instruction,  and  under  the  influ- 
ence of  the  Institution.  It  was  continued  from  8 o’clock  in  the  morning 
until  10  at  night,  each  day,  for  several  days,  affording  the  opportunity 
of  exploring  fully,  every  part  of  the  extended  course  of  study  required 
for  graduation.  The  results  of  the  examination  were  of  the  most  satis- 
factory character.  First,  The  discovery  of  great  familiarity  with  the 
letter  of  the  Text  Books.  Secondly,  Remarkable  accuracy  in  the  know- 
ledge of  the  general  principles  of  Science  and  Morals;  and  Thirdly, 
an  elevated  mental  culture,  competent  to  investigate  any  important 
subject  of  inquiry;  results  which  fully  accord  with  the  proper  design 
of  every  sound  system  of  education. 

The  Committee,  therefore  announce  with  peculiar  pleasure,  that  every 
member  of  the  Class  having  sustained  her  examination  in  the  most 
creditable  manner,  the  whole  Class  is  entitled  to  the  Honor  of  the  Insti- 
tute, as  conferred  in  the  Diploma  of  Graduation. 

At  this  point  the  Committee  would  gladly  have  declined  further 
action;  for  amidst  so  great  general  excellence,  they  experienced  much 
difficulty  in  awarding  the  special  Honors  of  the  Class.  But  after  mature 
deliberation,  and  in  the  exercise  of  their  best  judgement,  in  the  dis- 
charge of  this  very  delicate  part  of  their  duty,  they  name  as  entitled 
to  “The  First  Honor,”  Miss  Ralston,  Miss  Lewis,  Miss  Sampson,  Miss 
Hughes  and  Miss  Craig,  and  for  “The  Second  Honor”  Miss  M'Colley, 
Miss  Buck  and  Miss  Lupton.  But  while  they  make  these  distinctions 
of  relative  honor,  they  must  in  justice  add,  that  if  this  examination  is 
an  adequate  test,  the  scholarship  of  Miss  Easton,  Miss  Jones,  and  indeed 
of  all  the  remaining  members  of  this  gifted  Class,  is  of  a very  high 
order,  not  much  surpassed,  even  by  that  of  its  more  honored  members, 
and  in  our  judgement,  quite  equal,  if  not  superior  to  that  of  “The 
Higher  Grades ” in  the  generality  of  Collegiate  Institutions. 
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In  the  Departments  of  Latin,  French  and  Music,  the  Committee 
award  '•'■The  First  Honor ” to  Miss  Ralston  and  Miss  Sampson, "The  Second 
Honor”  to  Miss  Lewis  and  Miss  M ‘Colley,  and  “The  Third  Honor”  to 
Miss  Buck  and  Miss  Hughes ; while  it  affords  them  sincere  pleasure  to 
recommend  all  the  candidates  in  this  department,  for  the  Honor  of  “The 
Gold  Medal,”  the  “Highest  Honor  of  the  Institute,” 

During'  the  period  of  their  visit,  the  Committee  enjoyed  ample 
opportunity  for  inspecting  all  the  arrangements  for  conducting  the  ed- 
ucational and  the  domestic  departments  of  the  Institution.  In  passing 
through  the  spacious  Halls  for  Study,  Recitation  and  Lecture,  furnished 
as  they  are,  with  complete,  extensive  and  costly  Philosophical  Appar- 
atus, Cabinets,  &c.,  the  well  stored  Libraries  and  Reading-Room ; in 
noticing  the  well  kept  Desks  of  the  Pupils,  their  neatly  furnished  and 
well  ventilated  sleeping  apartments,  and  other  admirable  domestic 
arrangements.  In  meeting  the  numerous  pupils  in  social  intercourse, 
at  table,  and  in  the  morning  and  evening  worship  ; in  conversing 
with  the  efficient  corps  of  accomplished  Teachers.  The  Committee 
were  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  as  an  Educational  Establish- 
ment, “The  Oakland  Female  Institute”  is  unsurpassed. 

In  addition  to  the  other  appurtenances  of  this  extensive  and  well 
appointed  establishment,  the  enterprising  Principal  is  now  erecting  a 
commodious  Hall  for  a Gymnasium,  that  his  pupils  may  enjoy  all  the 
I most  approved  methods  of  Regular  Physical  Education. 

To  the  superior  advantages  and  comforts  of  this  refined  and  delight- 
ful home,  parents  may  confide  their  daughters,  with  the  full  assurance, 
that  every  influence  of  the  Institution,  Physical,  Intellectual,  Moral, 
and  Religious  is  such  as  to  prepare  them  to  occupy  with  honor,  the 
higher  positions  of  responsibility  in  life.

Extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Senior 
Class  of  Oakland  Female  Institute , September  1st,  1858. 

The  committee  consisted  of  Rev.  Joseph  T.  Cooper,  D.  D.,  of 
Philadelphia ; Rev.  Abraham  0.  Halsey,  Bucks  County,  Pa.,  and  Rev. 
Daniel  Gaston,  Philadelphia. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  no  ordinary  satisfaction  that  the  undersigned 
would  present  their  report  of  an  examination  of  the  Senior  Class  in 
the  Oakland  Female  Institute,  which,  at  the  request  of  the  respected 
Principal  of  the  Institution,  was  held  on  the  30th  and  31st  of  August, 
and  the  1st  of  September. 

The  examination  commenced  on  Monday  Evening,  and  was  con- 
tinued, (without  intermission)  until  Wednesday  evening.  The  branches 
of  study,  on  which  the  Young  Ladies  were  examined,  were  the  following: 
Grammar,  Logic,  Rhetoric,  Ancient  and  Modern  History,  Arithmetic, 
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Algebra,  Geometry,  Natural  Philosophy,  Astronomy,  Geography,  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  Biblical  Antiquities,  Botany,  Chemistry, 
Geology,  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Philosophy  of  Natural  History,  In- 
tellectual Philosophy,  Moral  Philosophy,  Natural  Theology,  and  the 
Evidences  of  Christianity.  In  addition  to  these  they  have  since  been 
examined  in  Classical  Antiquities  and  Butler’s  Analogy.  This  examina- 
tion, we  can  truly  say,  was  prosecuted  in  good  earnest,  and  with  a 
determination  thoroughly  to  test  the  qualifications  of  the  candidates  for 
Diplomas.  There  was  no  skimming  over  the  surface,  either  by  the 
teachers  who  conducted  the  examination,  or  by  the  Committee  under 
whose  supervision  it  was  conducted,  and  who  themselves  occasionally 
took  an  active  part  in  the  work.  The  length  of  time  occupied  by  them 
in  endeavoring  to  ascertain  the  respective  standing  of  the  Young  Ladies 
is,  of  itself  a sufficient  indication  of  this  fact. 

Indeed,  we  sometimes  felt  that  we  had  not  paid  a due  regard  to 
their  physical  strength  ; and  the  bodily  and  mental  exhaustion  felt  by 
ourselves  when  the  work  was  over,  showed  that  we  had  been  taxing 
our  own  energirs  as  well  as  theirs.  This  was  owing  not  only  to  that 
sense  of  responsibility  which  such  a charge  involves,  but  to  the  interest 
elicited  by  the  examination  as  it  progressed.  It  would  be  difficult 
indeed  for  an  intelligent  person  to  be  present  on  an  occasion  of  this  kind 
without  having  his  interest  awakened  in  no  ordinary  degree.  Having 
made  this  statement  relative  to  the  character  of  the  examination,  it 
gives  vs  unfeigned  pleasure  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  result  was  highly 
creditable  to  the  Young  Ladies  and  the  wonhy  preceptors  who  have 
been  engaged  in  their  tuition.  It  would  not  be  correct  to  say  that  they 
gave  the  same  evidence  of  proficiency  in  all  the  branches  on  which  they 
were  examined.  There  were  however,  but  very  few  of  those  which  we 
have  specified,  in  which  they  did  not,  as  a class,  indicate  a familiarity 
that  was  highly  gratifying,  and  in  some  instances  surprising.  We  feel 
sure  that  there  must  have  been  no  ordinary  degree  of  diligence  on  their 
part,  and  no  ordinary  degree  of  skill  and  care  on  the  part  of  their 
instructors  in  securing  the  result  which  it  was  our  pleasure  to  witness, 

* * * * * 

It  may  have  been  noticed,  that  in  the  enumeration  of  the  different 
branches  of  study,  in  which  the  Senior  Class  was  engaged,  no  mention 
was  made  of  Music.  The  proficiency  of  the  Young  Ladies  in  this  art 
depends  doubtless,  much  upon  the  kind  of  tuition  they  receive,  and 
their  own  application  ; hut  much  depends  also,  upon  an  original  endow- 
ment A high  degree  of  taste  for  appreciating  the  concord  of  sweet 
sounds,  and  a nice  ear  to  perceive  its  beauties,  as  well  as  a power  of 
voice  to  create  it,  are  not  the  gifts  of  all.  Nor  is  there  any  established 
proportion  between  the  measure  of  these  endowments  and  those  which 
would  qualify  a person  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  other  branches 
of  study.  This  fact  shows  the  propriety  of  attaching  a distinction  to 
this  branch  of  study;  and  this  we  are  happy  to  know  is  very  properly 
done  in  this  Institution.  Music,  therefore,  is  not  taken  into  the  account 
in  judging  of  the  standing  of  any  student  in  general  scholarship,  but  is 
made  a special  matter — an  arrangement  not  only  just  in  itself,  but  one 
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well  calculated  to  act  as  a stimulus  upon  the  pupils,  and  secure  attention 
to  it,  especially  on  the  part  of  those  whose  original  endowments  give 
promise  of  success. 

Accordingly  the  Committee  were  called  upon  to  hear  the  performan- 
ces of  tbe  Young  Ladies  of  the  Senior  Class  in  Music,  after  they  had  con- 
sidered their  attainments  in  the  branches  before  referred  to.  The  time 
spent  by  them  in  listening  to  these  performances  passed  most  pleasantly. 
It  has  not  often  been  their  privilege  to  witness  more  satisfactory  evi- 
dences of  improvement  than  those  exhibited  by  many  of  this  class. 


Before  dismissing  the  department  of  Music,  we  cannot  but  express 
our  conviction  that  this  Institution  possesses  very  superior,  if  not  pecu- 
liar advantages  for  the  tuition  in  this  interesting  art,  and  beautiful 
accomplishment.  The  teachers  are  eminently  qualified  for  their  respec- 
tive positions,  and  the  Pianos  with  which  it  is  well  supplied,  are  of  the 
highest  style  and  workmanship. 

It  was  also,  the  privilege  of  the  Committee  to  hear  the  exercises  of 
the  Senior  Class  in  the  French  Language.  The  fluency  with  which 
conversations  with  their  teacher  (with  whom  the  French  is  a vernacular 
language)  were  sustained  by  the  young  ladies,  and  the  readiness  and 
accuracy  evinced  by  them  in  the  conjugation  of  verbs  and  in  reading 
(lessons,  both  in  poetry  and  prose,  were  highly  satisfactory.  We  see  not 
how  greater  facilities  for  obtaining  a thorough  knowledge  of  the  French 
Language  could  be  afforded  by  any  Institution  than  those  which  are 
available  at  Oakland. 

Having  thus  stated  the  result  of  the  examination  of  the  Senior 
Class,  the  Committee  cannot,  in  justice  to  their  convictions,  refrain  from 
expressing  it  as  their  belief,  that  the  mode  of  education  as  here  con- 
ducted, is  founded  upon  a strict  regard  to  the  laws  of  mind,  and  eminent- 
ly adapted  to  develope  its  latent  energies.  It  is  too  generally  forgotten 
that  education  consists  (as  indeed  the  word  itself  etymologically  consid- 
ered would  indicate)  in  drawing  out  as  well  as  in  putting  in.  This,  we 
are  happy  to  believe  is  not  the  case  in  this  Institution.  Little  compara- 
tive importance  is  attached  to  the  mere  possession  of  knowledge  without 
the  power  of  communicating  it.  The  worthy  Principal  of  this  Institu- 
tion seems  to  have  embraced,  and  seeks  to  impress  upon  the  mind  of 
each  pupil  the  sentiment  of  Persius,  “ Scire  tuum  nihil  est,  nisi  te  scire  hoc 
sciat  alter ,”  hence  it  is  made  a special  object  to  keep  the  energies  of  the 
mind  in  active  and  rigorous  play,  requiring  the  pupils  to  communicate 
with  readiness  the  knowledge  which  they  possess. 

The  Committee  examined  the  desks  of  the  young  ladies  in  the  school 
room  and  were  much  pleased  with  the  indications  of  neatness  they 
afforded.  The  same  remark  will  apply  to  their  sleeping  apartments. 
In  short  every  thing  that  came  under  the  observation  of  the  Committee 
impressed  them  with  the  conviction  that  parents  who  wish  their  daugh- 
ters to  be  trained  to  habits  of  order,  so  important  in  all,  but  especially 
in  young  ladies,  can  with  the  greatest  confidence  intrust  them  to  the 
guardianship  of  this  Institution. 


We  have  now  to  advert  to  one  characteristic  of  this  School,  which 
though  mentioned  last,  is  by  no  means  the  least  of  its  excellencies.  We 
refer  to  the  attention  which  is  paid  to  the  cultivation  of  the  moral  and 
religious  elements.  Of  what  avail  would  be  the  enlightenment  of  the 
mind  with  mere  scientific  knowledge  without  a corresponding  improve- 
ment of  the  heart  ? Every  system  of  instruction  that  ignores  the  moral 
and  religious  parts  of  our  nature,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee, 
radically  and  essentially  defective  ; there  must  be  as  the  result  of  such 
an  education,  a want  of  due  harmony  in  the  operation  and  development 
of  those  principles  with  which  the  Great  Author  of  our  being  has  en- 
dowed us.  Most  happily  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  are  these 
inrportant  and  essential  demands  of  our  nature  provided  for  in  this 
Institution.  It  afforded  the  Committee  much  pleasure  to  witness  during 
the  religious  exercises  that  were  conducted  in  the  morning  and  evening 
the  manifestation  of  that  sense  of  responsibility  to  God,  which  is  the 
surest  foundation  of  a life  of  virtue,  honor  and  usefulness. 

In  conclusion,  as  the  result  of  our  observations,  we  can  with  the 
greatest  cordiality,  commend  the  Oakland  Female  Institute  to  the  patron- 
age of  the  public,  assured  that  its  advantages  need  only  to  be  known  to 
be  appreciated.

Extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Senior 
Class  of  Oakland  Female  Institute,  September  2nd,  1857. 

The  Committee  consisted  of  Rev.  W.  H.  Van  Dokon,  of  New  York,  Rev. 

B.  B.  Hotchkin,  of  Chester  Co.,  Pa , and  Rev.  James  M.  Crowell, 

of  Philadelphia. 

The  undersigned  attended  the  examination  of  the  Senior  Class  of 
1856-7  in  Oakland  Female  Institute  as  a Committee  for  awarding  diplo- 
mas and  distributing  the  honors  of  the  Class.  The  examination  com- 
menced on  the  31st  of  August,  and  was  continued  through  the  1st  and 
2nd  of  September,  affording  time  for  deliberate  investigation  of  the  pro- 
ficiency of  each  pupil. 

Extravagant  applause  defeats  its  own  end,  by  subjecting  those  who 
render  it,  to  the  suspicion  of  inconsiderate,  if  not  partial  judgment. — 
Aware  of  this,  the  Examining  Committee  fear  to  employ  in  this  report 
the  terms  of  approbation  which  they  used  in  conversation  with  each 
other,  during  the  intervals  of  the  examination,  In  every  study  we  were 
invited  to  pursue  our  inquiries  to  any  length,  and  we  made  a liberal  use 
of  the  permission  afforded,  asking  numerous  questions  to  which  the  let- 
ter of  the  text  book  affords  no  specific  answer.  By  this  mode  of  exami- 
nation we  become  satisfied  that  the  education  of  the  young  ladies  did 
not  consist  alone  in  memoriter  attainments,  but  that  they  had  been  the 
subjects  of  assiduous  and  successful  effort  to  render  them  familiar  with 
the  principles  involved  in  the  sciences. 
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The  feature  of  the  examination  which  chiefly  challenged  our  admi- 
ration was,  that  in  the  course  of  study  covering  such  an  extent  of  ground, 
the  knowledge  of  the  class  should,  as  a general  thing,  be  so  complete 
throughout.  School  examinations  often  exhibit  excellence  in  certain 
branches  of  sciences,  but  this  is  frequently  attained  at  the  expense  of 
others.  In  the  present  case,  study  after  study  was  taken  up  without 
any  diminution  of  interest ; indeed,  the  reputation  of  the  class  went  on, 
uprising  to  the  last.  The  sciences  which  tax  the  strongest  mental  power, 
such  as  Chemistry,  Geometry,  Intellectual  and  Moral  Philosophy,  were 
in  general  as  well  met  as  those  which  compose  the  lighter  accomplish- 
ments of  literature.  It  was  peculiarly  interesting  to  observe  the  fami- 
liarity of  the  class  with  the  fundamental  laws  connected  with  most  of 
the  splendid  discoveries  of  our  age.  * * * * 

In  a word,  every  feature  of  the  examination  disclosed  the  excellence 
of  the  system  of  instruction  pursued  in  the  Institute — in  mode,  induc- 
tive ; in  application,  thorough ; in  result,  successful. 

These  excellencies  are  improved  by  an  uncommonly  liberal  provision 
of  educational  facilities.  The  corps  of  Assistant  Teachers  is  large,  and 
their  qualifications  are  superior.  The  Philosophical  apparatus  is  exten- 
sive,and  the  instruments  are  of  excellent  quality  and  in  beautiful  order. 
Indeed  we  were  surprised  to  notice  the  munificence  of  the  provisions  for 
illustrating  the  Natural  Sciences.  The  same  remarks  will  apply  to  the 
Library  for  the  use  of  the  pupils.  The  external  attractions  of  the  In- 
stitute could  not  escape  our  observation.  The  separation  from  a beloved 
home,  to  behold  strange  faces,  and  sojurn  among  strange  scenes,  is  often 
the  first  great  trial  in  the  young  lady’s  life.  It  is  a thoughtful  device  to 
surround  a school  with  such  outward  beauty  and  cheery  aspect,  that  the 
first  sight  of  it  will  afford  the  promise  of  a pleasant  temporary  abode. 
The  proprietor  of  Oakland  has  accomplished  this,  in  a measure  which  we 
have  not  seen  surpassed  in  this  region,  if  anywhere.  In  the  midst  of  a 
beautiful  town,  yet  removed  from  the  bustle,  by  the  extent  of  its  own 
grounds,  stands  a structure  of  ample  dimensions,  classic  architecture, 
and  imposing  appearance.  It  crowns  the  summit  of  a large  open  area, 
elevated  above  much  of  the  surrounding  region,  and  commanding  a fine 
view  of  the  town,  river  and  country.  These  grounds  are  laid  out  in 
walks  and  carriage  ways,  and  covered  with  floral  and  arboric  decorations, 
the  latter  comprising  no  fewer  than  two  hundred  varieties,  native  and 
exotic.  The  whole  scenery  is  full  of  the  impression  of  the  sweet  and 
lovely  dwelling  place.  Upon  entering  the  building  this  impression  is 
confirmed.  All  is  suited  to  cultivate  the  social  and  domestic  refinements. 
There  is  elegance  in  its  place,  convenience  and  comfort  everywhere. — 
The  private  rooms  of  the  pupils,  are  airy  and  well  furnished.  Bathing 
rooms  are  conveniently  located.  Pleasant  reception  parlors  are  at  their 
command  on  all  proper  occasions.  The  general  school-room  and  recita- 
tion and  music  rooms  are  well  arranged  and  furnished;  the  former,  in- 
deed has  the  appearance  of  a beautiful  chapel.  The  provisions  of  the 
table  are  good  in  every  sense.  Health  is  carefully  guarded,  and  care 
and  sympathy  are  freely  afforded  in  sickness. 

The  intercourse  of  the  pupils  with  the  Principals  carries  all  the  ap- 
pearance of  domestic  endearment.  Scenes  which  occurred  at  the  close 
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of  the  examination,  in  prospect  of  separation  after  a few  days,  afforded 
a tender  illustration  of  the  family  spirit  of  the  institution,  parental  soli- 
citude, filial  confidence,  and  mutual  affection.  What  a shield  from  temp- 
tation and  safeguard  of  character ! 

During  the  whole  period  of  the  examination  the  Committee  were  in- 
mates ot  the  dwelling,  sitting  with  the  young  ladies  at  the  table, looking 
upon  them  in  hours  of  study  and  recreation,  and  furnished  with  free 
access  to  every  suitable  means  of  observing  their  comforts,  and  judging 
of  their  satisfaction. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  this  was  not  the  general  public  exami- 
nation of  the  school,  but  a private  examination  of  the  Graduating  Class, 
when  everything  about  the  household  was  progressing  in  its  ordinary 
course.  Hence  we  probably  witnessed  a fair  sample  of  the  every  day 
life  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution.  As  the  result  of  what  we  saw,  we 
frankly  say,  that  if  the  young  lady  must,  for  a time,  be  separated  from 
the  best  place  in  the  world,  her  own  true  home,  we  have  seen  no  place 
better  adapted  to  nourish  the  precious  treasure  of  a home  sentiment, 
than  the  Oakland  Female  Institute. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  say  that  we  found  our  highest  satisfaction 
in  what  we  saw  of  the  religious  character  of  the  Institute.  This  is  a 
marked  feature  in  its  policy,  and  its  influence  has  been  felt  in  moulding 
many  hearts  for  eternity.  The  class  which  we  examined  betrayed  it  in 
\ their  answers  of  Biblical  Antiquities,  Natural  Theology,  and  Evidences 
of  Christianity. 

It  was  not  merely  in  the  textual  accuracy  of  their  replies,  but  in 
the  spirit  in  which  many  of  them  acknowledged  the  solemn  practical 
inferences  from  what  they  had  learned,  and  we  saw  how  careful  the 
efforts  had  been  to  train  them  for  heaven  as  well  as  earth. 

In  our  remembrance  of  the  days  spent  with  the  Teachers  and 
Scholars  of  this  Seminary,  no  impressions  will  be  more  fresh  than  those 
gathered  from  around  the  domestic  alter.  There  was  an  unction  in  its 
songs,  instructions,  and  supplications,  which  spoke  the  habitual  over- 
shadowing of  the  Presence  of  the  Eternal  King.

Extract  from  Report  of  Rev.  John  M'Clttskey,  D.  D.,  Rev.  Job  F. 
Halsey,  and  Be.  C.  S.  Bakek. 

Examining  Committee  of  Senior  Class  of  1856. 

The  strong  and  unvarying  testimony  of  previous  Committees  have 
left  us  but  little  to  say,  save  to  add  our  names  to  the  truthful  represen- 
tations which  have  already  been  given  and  published. 

The  committee  selected  to  examine  the  present  Senior  Class  of 
Oakland  Female  Institute  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them. 
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The  examination  was  protracted,  thorough,  satisfactory.  Commencing 
at  8 in  the  morning  and  closing  at  10  in  the  evening,  for  two  days  with 
short  intervals  for  necessary  refreshments ; thorough  as  the  studies  of  the 
entire  three  years’  course  were  fairly  and  severely  reviewed;  satisfactory 
from  the  fact  that  the  pupils  acquitted  themselves  with  so  much  credit, 
that  all  that  has  been  sain  in  former  reports  of  tiie  high  character  and 
thorough  scholarship  which  this  Institution  has  ever  aimed  to  secure, 
was  fully  sustained,  the  Committee  would  candidly  avow  that  it  was 
one  of  the  very  best  examinations  they  ever  witnessed,  whether  in 
Boarding  School,  Academy  or  College,  and  the  honors,  whether  Diploma 
or  Medal,  as  rightly  and  meritoriously  bestowed,  as  in  any  of  our  char- 
tered or  liberally  endowed  Institutions.  We  only  regret  that  all  parents 
and  lovers  of  Female  Education  could  not  have  witnessed  the  same,  to 
have  felt  our  convictions.  We  have  examined  the  entire  establishment, 
the  number,  size,  furniture,  lighting,  warming  and  ventilation  of  the 
sleeping  apartments,  the  School,  Recitation  and  Dining  Rooms,  and  give 
it  our  united  and  unqualified  judgment  that  no  reasonable  parent  need 
fear  that  in  any  and  every  respect,  the  health,  comfort  and  benefit  of 
the  pupils  have  not  been  sacredly  studied  and  regarded.  Cleanliness, 
order,  satisfaction,  seemed  to  he  effectually  secured. 

The  table  was  all  that  we  could  desire  as  to  quality  and  quantity, 
and  yet  no  extra  arrangement  was  made  for  the  occasion,  or  for  effect, 
the  fare,  at  all  our  meals  was  a specimen  of  the  daily  fare  of  the  Prin- 
cipal and  his  Family,  the  Teachers  and  Pupils:  for  large  as  its  numbers 
are,  Oakland  is  strictly  a Family  School — its  Table,  a Family  Table — 
its  Altar,  a Family  Altar — its  order  and  discipline,  the  discipline  and 
order  of  the  Christian  Household — a fine  model,  which  we  pray  God,  its 
pupils  and  graduates  will  aim  to  copy  when  they  become  centres  of 
family  circles.  We  also  examined  its  Libraries , containing  over  3000 
well  selected  volumes  ; its  Reading  Room,  where  we  saw  files  of  Standard 
Journals  of  the  leading  portion  of  the  Christian  Church,  &c.,  its  Music 
Rooms,  with  their  thirteen  Pianos,  Harp  and  Guitars ; its  choice  and 
costly  Philosophical  and  Chemical  Apparatus  with  the  latest  improve- 
ments ; and  finally,  as  we  viewed  the  noble  size  and  architectural 
proportions,  of  the  Building  itself,  its  airy,  commanding  and  healthful 
position,  the  picturesque  beauty  of  its  scenery,  well  laid  out  grounds 
and  walks,  accessible  by  Railroads  to  the  great  thoroughfare  East,  West, 
North  and  South,  we  could  not  hut  ask  ourselves  what  is  wanting  for 
Oakland,  valued  and  patronized  as  it  ever  has  been,  than  to  be  more 
widely  known  still,  as  one  of  those  schools  which  God’s  blessing  upon 
Christian  energy  and  ministerial  enterprise,  has  raised  up  and  signally 
honored;  an  Institution  where  our  daughters  may  receive  a substantial, 
a practical,  a polished,  a Christian  education.  In  conclusion,  whereas 
useful  knowledge  ought  to  be  conferred,  not  coffered  nor  confined,  as  it 
brings  with  it  an  obligation  that  binds  its  possessors  to  so  make  it 
known  that  it  may  benefit  all  it  can  reach,  therefore,  this  Committee  are 
of  unanimous  opinion,  that  it  behooves  them  to  commend  most  respect- 
fully, yet  as  earnestly,  to  the  Editors  whose  Papers  are  taken  in  the 
Reading  Room  at  Oakland,  to  give  this  report  an  insertion  in  their 
columns  as  among  the  current  news  of  the  day ; that  all  their  Patrons 
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and  Readers  may  lmow  of  the  existence  and  name  of  a school  that  so 
honors  their  respective  publications.  We  say  give  it  an  insertion,  if  they 
would  not  withhold  another  answer  to  the  question  which  so  many  of 
their  readers  so  often  and  so  anxiously  propose,  where  shall  we  find 
good  schools  for  our  children.

Extract  from  Report  of  Rev.  Ob  Wilson  M’Phail,  Rev.  E.  P.  Rogers,

Examining  Committee  of  Senior  Class  of  1855. 

The  usual  protracted  and  thorough  examination  of  the  graduating 
class  in  the  Oakland  Female  Institute,  was  conducted  this  year  by  the 
undersigned;  and  they  are  happy  to  say.  with  the  most  satisfactory 
results.  The  Class,  consisting  of  twenty  young  ladies,  exhibited  a 
proficiency  which  fully  sustains  the  reputation  of  this  popular  Institution, 
and  justifies  all  the  encomiums  of  former  examiners.  The  course  of 
instruction  proposed  in  the  plan  was  found  to  have  been  faithfully  carried 
out.  In  no  case  were  the  committee  presented  with  a half-finished  text 
book,  or  restricted  to  selected  portions  of  the  volume.  There  was  an 
unequivocal  evidence  both  of  the  diligence  of  the  pupils,  and  the  success- 
ful and  laborious  fidelity  of  the  teachers  It  deserves  to  be  particularly 
mentioned  that  the  proficiency  was  not  confined  to  a select  few.  Notwith- 
standing the  variety  of  natural  talent,  which  must  always  be  expected, 
there  was  not  a single  member  of  the  class  who  failed  to  show  by  her 
prompt  and  intelligent  answers,  how  much  may  be  done  by  wise  and 
persevering  training  to  extend  the  benefits  of  a liberal  education,  where 
the  pupil  is  so  happy  as  to  find  an  accomplished  teacher  who  loves  his 
work  and  pursues  it  with  system  and  unwearied  assiduity.  It  is  with 
high  satisfaction,  therefore,  that  the  committee  recommend  to  the  Princi- 
pal that  each  of  the  members  of  the  Class  should  receive  the  diploma  of 
the  Institution ; and  further,  award  the  gold  medal  to  each  of  the  young 
ladies  who  competed  for  the  honor,  by  an  exhibition  of  their  proficiency 
m French  and  Music. 

The  committee  deem  it  also  but  an  act  of  justice,  to  express  their 
admiration  of  the  whole  workings  of  the  Institution.  An  admirable 
system  pervades  every  department.  Its  comprehensive  plan  provides 
for  the  social  and  spiritual,  as  well  as  the  intellectual  wants  of  its  pupils. 
Ytith  his' eminent  qualifications  as  an  instructor,  the  Principal  combines 
a rare  amount  of  administrative  talent. 

Mo  must  be  permitted  also  to  say,  that  in  the  refined  and  pleasing 
deportment  of  the  pupils,  we  could  not  fail  to  recognise  the  pervading 
influence  of  the  gentle  and  dignified  manner  of  the  Principal’s  Lady,  who 
so  efficiently  co-operates  with  him  in  his  arduous  undertakings. 
Notwithstanding  the  large  number  of  the  pupils,  they  have  happily  suc- 
ceeded in  diffusing  through  all  the  departments  of  the  school,  the 
cheerfulness,  quiet  and  refinement  of  a well  ordered  Christian  family. 
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We  would  also  add,  that  while  the  principal  has  prospered  in  his  un. 
dertaking,  he  has  at  the  same  time,  provided  with  a lavish  hand  not  only 
for  the  comfort  of  his  household,  hut  also  for  the  most  ample  instruction 
by  means  of  extensive  and  costly  Philosophical  Apparatus,  and  other 
appliances  necessary  to  facilitate  the  acquisitions  of  the  pupils.  Im- 
pressed as  we  are  with  the  sense  of  the  sacredness  of  that  trust  which 
parents  have  in  a teacher  to  whom  they  commit  the  education  of  their 
daughters,  we  think  we  can  safely  commend  to  their  confidence,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ralston,  as  possessing  in  a very  eminent  degree  those  qualifications 
for  which  they  may  well  seek  with  the  most  anxious  solicitude.

Extract  from  the  Report  o/Rev.  James  Wood,  D.  1).,  Rev.  William

Examining  Committee  of  Senior  Class,  o/1854. 

The  undersigned,  by  request  of  the  Rev.  J.  Gbiee  Ralston,  as  a 
Committee,  attended  the  Examination  of  the  Senior  Class  of  the  Oakland 
Female  Institute,  September  5th  and  6th,  1854. 

The  examination  was  conducted  chiefly  by  the  committee  them- 
selves. and  conducted,  in  each  case  until  they  were  finally  satisfied  as  to 
the  knowledge  of  each  member  of  the  Class,  It  was  thorough  and  search- 
ing ; not  confined  to  the  words  of  the  text-book,  but  embracing  the 
principles  of  the  study  under  review.  Some  twenty  hours  were  spent  in 
the  actual  examination,  upon  the  entire  course  embraced  in  the  Catalogue 
of  the  Institution  ; and  it  gave  us  great  pleasure  to  find  that  the  Young 
Ladies  had  been  taught  not  only  to  know  the  facts  of  science,  but  to 
reason  for  themselves,  and  were  able  to  stand  and  defend  their  own 
opinions  upon  each  of  the  branches  studied.

It  was  a scene  of  delightful 
interest  to  mingle  with  the  Young  Ladies  in  their  usual  devotions,  and 
at  the  pleasant  family  board.  The  pupils  thus  enjoy  the  cheerful  asso- 
ciations of  home  in  its  social  and  religious  safeguards  with  advantages 
for  intellectual  culture  rarely  equalled  and  we  believe  nowhere  excelled. 
And  while  the  physical  comforts  are  abundant,  the  social  refinements, 
moral  restraints  and  unbiased  Biblical  instructions,  combined  with  judi- 
cious mental  discipline,  impart  a vigour  and  a freshness  of  thought,  and 
a graceful  deportment,  which  evince  that  a genuine  purity  of  tastes 
and  affections,  and  an  unaffected  dignity  and  gentleness  of  disposition, 
are  here  controlling  objects  of  pursuit  in  the  moulding  elements  of

Extract  from  the  Report  of  Rev  James  C.  Watson,  D.  D , Rev.  Joseph 
Nesbitt  and  Rev.  W.  S.  F Graham,  late  Prest.  Del.  College. 

Examining  Committee  of  the  Senior  Class  o/1853. 

The  undersigned  have  spent  two  days  from  8 o’clock,  A.-M.  till  10 
P.  M.  in  the  examination  of  the  Graduating  Class  in  the  Oakland 
Female  Institute. 

The  examination  was  left  wholly  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee,  and 
on  all  the  branches  of  the  prescribed  course,  was  conducted  with  that 
rigid  scrutiny,  which  is  necessary  in  order  to  ascertain  with  certainty 
the  extent  and  profoundness  of  a candidate's  information. 

We  wish  to  be  considered  as  having  a proper  sense  of  the  responsi- 
bility of  our  position,  while  we  express  our  decided  and  unanimous 
conviction  that  the  system  of  education  here  adopted,  as  evidenced  in 
its  results,  is  equal  to,  if  not  superior  to  that  adopted  in  any  other 
Institution  with  which  we  are  acquainted. 

There  are  many  persons  of  both  sexes,  whose  information  is  exten- 
sive and  varied,  but  who,  nevertheless,  have  never  been  subjected  to 
that  intellectual  discipline,  which  forms  the  basis  of  sound  investigation, 
and  without  which  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  a thorough  knowledge  of 
any  subject.  In  Oakland  there  are  scholars  of  a different  stamp. 

The  chief  aim  of  those  who  superintend  the  studies  of  this  Institu- 
tion is  not  to  store  the  mind  with  a large  collection  of  facts,  but  what 
is  vastly  more  important,  to  cultivate  habits  of  vigorous  and  independent 
thought. 

It  was  plain  from  the  manner  of  answering  on  the  part  of  the  Class 
examined,  that  they  had  not  only  mastered  the  text-book,  but  had  made 
the  thought  their  own.  And  while  it  was  pleasing  to  find  them  so 
accurately  acquainted  with  what  the  author  said  upon  his  subject,  it  was 
much  more  pleasing  to  see  his  conceptions  coming  forth  with  a charming 
freshness,  from  being  newly  formed  in  their  own  mental  mould. 
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There  is  nothing  so  important  in  an  Institution  of  the  kind,  as  the 
prevalence  of  a wholesome,  moral  and  religious  influence.  Sad  will  it  be 
for  our  country,  when  those  intrusted  with  the  education  of  the  rising 
generation,  shall  treat  them  as  beings  of  pure  intellect.,  overlooking  the 
all  important  fact,  that  they  have  other  powers  and  susceptibilities,  which 
if  they  become  useful  members  of  society,  and  firm  supporters  of  the 
cause  of  truth  and  righteousness,  and  partakers  of  the  blessedness  and 
glory  which  lie  beyond  the  boundary  of  time,  require  to  be  carefully 
cultivated  and  matured.  Now  there  is  nothing  in  this  Institution,  with 
which  we  have  been  so  forcibly  and  agreeably  impressed,  as  the  fact, 
that  the  principles  of  the  Bible  are  enthroned  in  its  regulations.  The 
Principal  proceeds  upon  the  supposition,  that  his  pupils  have  hearts  and 
consciences  that  the  dictates  of  the  latter  ought  to  regulate  their  conduct, 
and  that  both  their  own  happiness  and  the  happiness  of  those  who  are 
to  be  their  intimate  friends  and  companions  in  the  journey  of  life,  are 
largely  dependent  on  the  refinement  and  elevation  of  the  former.  Those 
visitors  who  are  privileged  to  join  in  their  morning  and  evening  devotion, 
who  see  their  sabbath  exercises,  who  witness  the  kind,  but  firm  parental 
oversight  on  the  one  hand,  and  strict  unconstrained  obedience  on  the 
other,  must  go  away  with  the  delightful  conviction,  that  this  is  a nur- 
sery of  virtue  as  well  as  a school  of  the  sciences — a place  where  not 
merely  secular  knowledge  is  acquired,  but  the  atmosphere  of  heaven  is 
continually  breathed. 

We  met  the  Young  Ladies  in  the  parlor  and  at  the  social  Board,  and 
during  the  whole  of  our  intercourse  with  them,  the  genuine  simplicity 
and  unaffected  elegance  of  their  deportment  furnished  pleasing  proof 
that  they  had  learned  influentially,  in  what  true  beauty  consists.  * * * 

The  building  is  now  completed,  as  several  years  ago  it  was  pro- 
jected, and  surpasses  in  architectural  beauty  and  magnificence  the 
highest  expectations  of  those  who  visit  it.  It  stands  on  an  eminence 
which  nature  seems  to  have  designed  expressly  for  its  present  purpose. 
The  sleeping  apartments  of  the  Young  Ladies,  which  are  open  for  in- 
spection at  all  hours  of  the  day,  we  found  to  be  planned  and  furnished 
in  the  manner  most  conducive  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  occupants. 

There  is  a Library  in  the  Institution  which  contains  already  many 
of  the  most  valuable  works,  and  to  which  large  additions  will  be  made 
in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  Session.  There  is  also  a Reading  Room, 
supplied  with  newspapers  from  the  most  respectable  sources,  where 
those  who  are  so  disposed  can  spend  their  hours  of  recreation  with  pro- 
fit and  with  pleasure. 

The  Principal  is  determined  to  make  the  Institution  over  which  he 
presides  in  all  respects  a model  one,  and  we  are  confident  his  ability  and 
energy  are  fully  equal  to  the  task.  We  confess  that  our  warmest  sym- 
pathies are  enlisted  in  behalf  of  this  flourishing  Institution,  and  we 
cordially  recommend  it  to  the  liberal  patronage  of  all  parents  and 
guardians,  who  can  avail  themselves  of  its  superior  advantages.
